An  Act  to  provide  for  the  prevention  and 
control  of  Nuisances  outside  the  Town 
of  Madras. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  Act  XXIV  of 
1859s  and  to  consolidate  and  improve  the  law  relat- 
ing to  nuisances  in  places  outside  the  Town  of  Madras: 
It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  "[Tamil  Nadu] 
Towns  Nuisances  Act,  1889. 

(2)  ^Section  1 of  this  Act  extends*]  to  the  whole 
of  the  8[State  of  Tamil  Nadu].  The  remaining  sections 
extend  to  all  towns  in  the  ®[said  State]  which  may

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(3)  Whoever  without  reasonable  excuse  and  so 
as  to  cause  danger  or  obstruction  to  any  person  shall 
drive,  drag  or  push  any  vehicle  otherwise  than  on 
the  near  or  left  side  of  the  road. 

(4)  Whoever,  being  in  charge  of  any  vehicle 
or  cattle,  leaves  it  or  them  at  such  a distance  as  not 
to  have  the  same  under  due  control.
